the arbitrary level based on the set of statements translated from the query, wherein the 
query is in a first query language, and wherein the set of statements is capable of 
execution by a database management system supporting a second query language, 
wherein the database management system is associated with the database; producing 
a set of replies to the set of statements, wherein the set of replies includes at least one 
component or one relationship at the arbitrary level; and processing the set of replies 
according to the query" as recited in independent claim 1 and similarly recited in 
independent claims 12 and 23. 

The remaining claims are dependent claims, thus these claims are patently 
distinct over the art of record for at least the above reasons.
